The recent gyrations in the cattle markets 


have provided an excellent illustration of how 


the law of supply and demands works. 
It is on 


axiom that when any commodity is in heavy 


supply, the price tends to go down— and that 


when any commodity is in short supply, the 


price tends to go up 
Due to a combination 


of factors, late beef marketings have been 


heavy, ond the price levels have reflected 


that fact. 


This is a boon to the consumer, who gets 


more beef for his dollar 
From the producer's 


standpoint, the price drops have been sharp. 


And the drop hos hurt those producers . . , 


here ond everywhere 
Some say the adjust­ 


ments in the complicated meat business may 


turn toward something healthier. 
Others say 


the opposite. 


In any event, it is to credit of cattlemen 


that they have not stampeded for overnight

Observers Believe Closing of Mexican 


Cattle Imports Will Stabilize Markets 


Observ ers on the Fort Worth 
stocky ards Monday ex pressed the 
v iew' that closing of the Mex ican 
border because of a new outbreak 
of foot-and-mouth disease wnmld 
help to stabilize the ca ttle Indus­ 
try in the U. S.. according to Ted 
Gouldy , special market reporter 
for The Herald. 
Hia release con­ 
tinues: 
If the U. S. g ov ernment 
follows the usual procedure the 
Mex ican imports of ca ttle will be 
banned for at lea st a y ear from 
the time the la st sick animal is 
destroy ed. 
Most observ ers felt that, while 
ca ttle imp-.rts from M o ico are 
not oppressiv e (av erag ing about 
half a million a y ea r), the psy chol­ 
og y of a somewhat shortened sup­ 
ply should stim ula te lag g ing Stock­ 
er 
demand. 
This 
dev elopment 
should be especially noticeable In 
the W estern sta tes and California. 
Possibility of a strong mov e to 
bar imports of meat, unless cook­ 
ed, from Mex ico looms. 
With the 
culling season for cow herds at 
hand in the South v esT 
the im­ 
ports of Inneri-out fceo* fr. m M ex ­ 
ico would depress liv e ca ttle prices 
in the U. S. during a season of 
heav y production. 
One observ er said, "Letting new 
meat into the U. S. is like putting 
a loaded g un at our head, as they 
do in the g ame called Russian rou­ 
lette. 
We could g et the disease 
across the border that way .

American v a riety .” 
At Fort Worth a m’/nbtr of or­ 
der buy ers with CT.nect.ons in 
California reported that for manv 
months the Mex ican imports had 
been a deterrent to selling plain 
Tex as stocker ca ttle to the W est 
Coast feeders.

fourth source— federal aid. 


The federal funds for state road 
• id comes from a two-cent-per- 
gallon motor fuel tax. 
Paid in Texas in federal gaso­ 
line taxes during the last fascal 
year was a total of $196,000,000. 
During that year Texas actually 
received a little less than $30,000,- 
000 in federal highway aid. 
Thus, the state received slightly 
more than one-fourth as much as 
it paid into the federal treasury 
in federal gasoline 
taxes. 
The 
state contributed $96,000,000 more 
than it received in aid. 
A ll 
federal 
funds 
must 
be 
matched hy state funds, dollar for 
dollar. 
Projects to receive fed­ 
eral aid are selected on the basis 
•f merit and need. 
The U. S. Bureau of Public 


Roads allots money to the states 
for the prim ary highway program, 
the city prim ary program 
and 
secondary or farm-to-market high­ 
ways. 


The allocations to the respec­ 
tive states are made on the basis 
of their area, population and road 
mileage. 
One-third credit is al­ 
lowed for each. 


In fiscal 1951 Texas received 
$29,681,979 federal aid. 
O f that 
sum, $14,305,046 went to the pri­ 
m ary system, 
$5,790,612 to the 
urban system and $9,577,321 to the 
secondary or farm road system. 


Texas w ill receive approximate­ 
ly $34,200,000 in federal aid under 
provisions of the highway act now 
in effect. 
O f that amount, approximately 
$1,580,000 has 
been alloted for 
inter-state highways, which is. a 
new category. 
The allocation to Texas for this 
year will he approximately 10 per 
cent higher in each of the other 
classifications of roads than that 
of last year.
